NO ONE INJURED 


The Caboose of One of the 


Trains Is So Badly 


Smashed That It 


Is in Bits. 


The dense fog that prevailed early 
this morning was one of the reasons 
lor the rear end collision that occur- 
red between two freight trains on the 
Aorth-Western road near the 
gas 


house shortly before seven o'clock. As 
•a result of the collision a caboose was 
reduced to kindling wood and a big 
ten wheel engine considerably dam- 
aged. 


Just who Is to blame for 
the 


•wreck is not known and several cir- 
cumstances. Including the fog. com- 
bined to bring about the smash-up. It 
•was fortunate for tne crew of the first 
train that no one was In the wrecked 
caboose, or they certainly would have 
'been killed or badly Injured. 
The 


•wrecked train was No. 882. In cnarge 
of Conductor Anderson and on ac- 
count of the crowded condition of the 
local yards had been held out on the 
bridge until the yard men could maho 
room for them. 
The caboose 
was 
nearly up to the gas house and was 
Jn charge of the rear brakeman who 
evidently did not go back up 
tho 
track to flag approaching trains. 
If 


he had the accident would not have 
occurred. 


" Second Freight 
Freight No. 322 from Fond du Lac 


to Belvldere was following tho wreck- 
«d train and was given a clear block 
from Milton Junction to Janesvllle, by 
tho train dispatcher at Fond du Lac, 
•who was trying to get 
tho freights 


out of the way of the passenger trains. 
After 322 had left Milton Junction, the 
dispatcher found that 8S2 was not 
able to get Into the yards at Janes- 
vllle, so stopped the train at 
the 


Mississippi crossing tower and warn- 
ed them to look out for No. 322. En- 
gineer Hackbush then came on to- 
•ward the city at a slow rate 
of. 
speed and was keeping a sharp look- 
out for the train In front of him. The 
fog was so thick that he could hardly 


"«ee~two car lengths ahead and Just 
•as he reached the Bluff street viaduct, 
ho saw the rear brakeman of Ander- 
sons train coming toward him giving 
"htm signals to stop. 
At this time he 


•was not more than three car lengths 
from Anderson's caboose. 
He put 


• on the brakes full force and tried to 
•stop, but the rails being wet and tho 
heavy train behind pushing 
ahead 


•forced the engine Into the caboose. 


Caboose Smashed 
In a second'the caboose caught be- 


tween the big engine and the loaded 
• cars ahead was doubled up like 
a 


Jack-knife, and split In half. 
The big 


engine was forced off the track and 
had Its front end caved In besides re- 
ceiving numerous other Injuries. Tho 


' wrecking crew were at once notified 


and as soon as the cars ahead* were 
pulled out of the way they dragged 
tho wrecked caboose off from tlao en- 
gine and dumped It down the bank on 


• each side of the trek, where 
Is was 


soon broken up and carried away by 
.the people residing In that vicinity. 


Wreck Cleared

"I wish you could step In now and 


see just how It Is with us at 39 Fujlml

Ho 
taught the tlrst public school in this 
city and In the spring of 1844, at the 
close of his school, he clerked for 
one year In this city. 
In the spring 


of 184!) he commenced a general mer- 
cantile business with Daniel E Bnssett 
and they started a branch store nt 
Columbus, WIs., In the fall of that 
year, closing out the business 
at 


Janesvlllo the following spring. 
He 


continued In business with Mr. Bog- 
sett at Columbus until 1847 and car- 
rying on the business alone for an- 
other year. 


In 1851 he went to Portage, engag- 


ing In the hardware business with J. 
B. Fargo. 
In 18G1 he engaged In the 


lumber business, operating a large 
mill 'at Oerinantown, Junenu county 
and also being associated with Carne- 
gie and Prescott In n lumber yard and 
planing mill at Portage. 
He owned 


extensive pine lands In Marathon ami 
Clark counties and was In prosperous 
circumstances. 
Several years ago ha 


returned to Janesvllle to spend nls 
declining years. 


Mr. Arnold was a 'public spirited 


citizen and held many positions -of 
responsibility and trust. 
Ho was ap- 


pointed clerk, of tho circuit court at 
Columbus In 1818 and elected to the 
same position In the fall of that year. 
In 1S50 he was elected register of 
deeds, holding the office for two years. 
He was postmaster at Columbus for 
two years, alderman of Portago for 
three years and was for several years 
mayor of Portago.

THE MONEY MARKET 


Financiers at the great money cen- 
ters, 
and especially In New York, 


tave been waiting patiently for con- 
gress to adopt some measure of re- 
lief. 
They based their hopes on the 


passage of the Aldrlch 1)111. which pro- 
vided for an Increased Issue of nation- 
al bank notes, under more favorable 
conditions, hut the bill failed of pas- 
sage, and a flurry'amounting to al- 
most a panic resulted. 


The bank reserve In Wall street Is 


lower than at any time since the era 
of prosperity commenced, and liq- 
uidation Is demanded on every hand. 


Railroads and other great 
enter- 


prises are suffering In 
consequence. 


The business of the country Is active 
and the demand for money In legiti- 
mate channels Is unusually 
strong. 


Tho Wall Street Journal says: 


"Tho situation Is like that of ten 


thousand tons of freight to be moved 
and only a wheelbarrow to carry It. 
The facilities are not equal to the de- 
mand." 
To add to the embarrassment of the 


situation the senate now In extra ses- 
sion wll Idoubtless ratify the Panama 
canal treaty at an early date. 
This 
means $40.000,000 In ready cash to 
the' canal company, and $10.000,000 
more to Colombia. 
This money will 


be drawn from tho government re- 
serve In national banks, which at the 
present time amounts to about $150,- 
000.000. which means the permanent 
retirement of $30,vOO,000 from active 
circulation. 
These conditions while 
embarras- 


sing, are not necessarily 
alarming.
